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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1, 3, 7, 8, 10, 12, 16, 18-20, 23 and 26-36 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Species, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 7/27/2006. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1-36 are objected to because of the following informalities: Examiner 
requests that Applicant removes the element numbers from the claims or puts them in 
an acceptable format. Appropriate correction is required. 

Specification 

If applicant desires to claim the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 
1 19 or 120, a specific reference to the prior-filed application in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .78(a) must be included in the first sentence(s) of the specification following the title or 
in an application data sheet. For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 or 365(c), the 
reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in- 
part) of the applications. 

If the instant application is a utility or plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 
1 1 1(a) on or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference must be submitted during 
the pendency of the application and within the later of four months from the actual filing 
date of the application or sixteen months from the filing date of the prior application. If

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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Claims 2, 4-6, 9, 11, 13-15, 17, 21, 22, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Maginot et al. (6,190,371). Maginot et al. 
discloses a catheter system having a retractable working catheter. 

Regarding claims 2, 4-6, 9, 11, 13-15, 17, 21, 22, 24 and 25, Maginot et al. 
discloses a multi-lumen catheter comprising an outer tube, inner tubes, lumens (36, 50, 
54) for blood extraction and infusion, lumen ports, a distal end that is tapered, with the 
catheter tubes being movable to close off the blood ports (Figures 4, 5) through valve 
member (37). Any of the lumens are capable of facilitating a guide wire there through. 

In addition, Maginot et al. discloses the ports in successive series and is capable 
of having the ports closed and sealed (37) before the dialysis process (col 8, In 12-30). 
The lumens are secured to each other at the distal base end and comprise a locking 
mechanism (56) capable of locking the lumens into several orientations via a sealing 
member and threaded member (Figure 5).
